W ashington next Wednesday. 
He is 
trying to get an appropriation to make 
a brigade post of Fort Benjamin Har 
rlson. 
“I am very mu ch interested 
in the proposition." he said, "and I 
am finding ou t that people in all parts 
of the state are equ ally interested. 
They take mu ch pride in Fort Ben­ 
jamin Harrison and they want to see 
it grow. Growth can only be possible 
throu gh congressional action, so it is 
u p to u s Indianians to do ou r best for 
the post. 
When 1 get back to Wash­ 
ington I intend to do everything in 
my power to secu re the passage of the 
measu re that will make Fort Harrison 
a brigade poet. In su ch m atters there 
are many obstacles, bu t when all of 
u s get to pu lling for the same bill 
good resu lts are very likely to come." 


Lotu s D. Coffman, city school su per 
intendeu t at Connersville. deliver« d 
one of the most important papers be 
fore the State Teachers’ association 
He showed how the school fu nd of the 
state is being cheated of an enormou s 
amou nt of money annu ally by prose­ 
cu tors and other officials of variou s 
cou rts In rem itting or failing to col­ 
lect fines and by tax-dodger3 who de­ 
frau d the state by refu sing to have 
their property listed for .axation. The 
object of Mr. Coffman’s paper was to 
show that there wou ld be enou gh 
money to pay the teachers good wages 
if the laws were ob^Led. 
He stated 
that he had made a very carefu l in 
vestigation and that he was able to 
give the association important facts 
He estimated that the school fu nd loses 
$ 109,000 annu ally on accou nt of the 
cu stom of rem itting fines, su spending 
ju dgment in criminal 
cases whsre 
flnss are assessed, and where cases 
are dismissed after the prosecu tor's 
fees are paid. 
He said that no officer 
of the cou rt has a right to remit a 
fine, su ch power being lodged exclu ­ 
sively with the governor. He asserted 


that 
officers 
fail 
to 
collect 
fine? 
throu gh lack of zeal or becau se of fa 
voritism, and that it is the cu stom of 
cou rts to assess a minimu m fine. 
He 
u rged that fines shou ld be made as 
large as possible, consistent with the 
law and the evidence. 
Ju stices, be 
said, are requ ired to report semi-an­ 
nu ally, bu t his investigation showed 
that the law is being ignored and that 
the school fu nd is being deprived of 
mu ch money thereby. 
He declared 
that there shou ld be additional legis­ 
lation to stop the leaks throu gh which 
money belonging to the school fu nd is 
being lost. 
He took the qu estion of 
retail saloon licenses and showed that 
the school fu nd su ffers an immense 
loss becau se many saloons are doing 
bu siness withou t paying their fees and 
on accou nt of the cu stom of commis­ 
sioners rem itting part of the license 
to those who go ou t of bu siness be­ 
fore it expires. 
He also said that 
many social and political clu bs are 
operating and maintaining bars with­ 
ou t license, and that there are very 
few dru ggists who are not selling 
liqu or in defiance of the law. 


At Evansville today a committee 
meeting of the Travelers Protective 
association was held for the pu rpose 
of drafting a bill to be presented at 
the the coming session of the legis­ 
latu re to secu re better rates on trav­ 
eling men 8 baggage.

pont Morgan, jr., and Cleveland H. 
Dodge. 
Mr. Fairchild is in Eu rope. 
Six 
indictments 
were 
retu rned 
against each of the two defendants, 
bu t all are based on the one transac­ 
tion known as the "Pru ssian loan," 
Ike specification u nder the charge of 
forgery being the falsification in book­ 
keeping entries. It is alleged that cer­

Welfare.

Lincoln, Neb.. Dec. 29.—Senator Al­ 
bert J. Beveridge addressed the clos­ 
ing meeting of the Nebraska State 
I Teachers’ association here last night, 
i speaking on "The Schools and the j 
! Nation." 
Senator Beveridge was in- 
■ iredu ced by William J. Bryan. 
He 
! spoke particu larly of child labor. 
"Nothing,” he said, "shows how 
greed forgets hu manity as mu ch as 
the child slavery in certain sections 
of this cou ntry. 
There is something 
wrong with a prosperity which is s > 
immense that it finally comes to food 
u pon 
the 
lives 
of 
little 
children. 
There are, at a low estimate, half a 
million children u nder fou rteen years 
of age at work in cotton mills, glass 
factories, sweatshops, mines and other 
like indu stries. Those whom su ch toil 
does not kill are being literally ru ined 
for citizenship. 
We are tu rning ou t. 
at a low ertim ate, 200,000 adu lt Lon­ 
don "Hooligans" every year, and these 
become in tu rn the parents of hu n­ 
dreds of thou sands of other degener­ 
ates. 
And so this civic pestilence 
riots and spreads. 
“It has got to be stopped. If not 
for the sake of these children them­ 
selves, then for ou r own sake; if not 
for the sake of common hu manity, 
then for the sake of the repu blic’s 
safety. 
For this repu blic is based ©n 
citizenship. 
We cannot sow to the 
winds today withou t reaping the whirl­ 
wind tomorrow. 
“If everybody, inclu ding the most 
earnest advocate of ‘state’s rights.’ 
cou ld agree on a national qu arantine 
law to keep ou t yellow fever, which 
does not kill twenty people in twenty 
years, how mu ch more shou ld we 
agree on a national child labor law to 
stop a practice 
that actu ally kills 
thou sands of children every year and 
irreclaimably ru ins tens of thou saads 
©very year. 
To be su re, no great 
Indu stries were maintained u pon yel­ 
low fever, and great Indu strie© are 
maintained u pon child labor. 
Bu si­ 
ness interests are advanced by child 
slavery; bu t Is that an argu m ent? 
Have we become so commercialized 
that while we forget ’state rights’ 
when providing against yellow fever 
and the bu bonic plagu e, we remember

The Island o f Rats 


U N D IM IN IS H E D CONFIDENCE

Between the Philippines and Borneo- 
is a g roup of small islands. 
In 1880 
wa touched at one of them, and th e 
natives 
reported 
a 
white 
woman 
among them. 
We induced them to 
bring her to us. 
W hile dressed as a 
native, her face was scarcely more 
than sunburned, and she was w hat 
any one would call handsome. 
She 
was only about thirty y ears old and 
in the best a t health. 
Her story was 
a q ueer one. 
She was a resident of 
Saig on, capital of French Cochin China. 
Four y ears previous she had m arried a 
Frenchman named Du Cliff and al­ 
most at once had set out with him In a 
sailing vessel 
for Sing apore. 
Two 
day s after sailing they had encounter­ 
ed a ty phoon. 
She was not very clear 
as to what followed, being very 111 at 
the time. 
She thoug ht the ship strug ­ 
g led with the storm for 
two day s. She 
then sprung a leak and foundered. 
The woman had been broug ht on deck, 
and lashed to the bulwarks along w ith 
her husband while the crew were try ­ 
ing to construct some sort of craft. 
A g reat wave suddenly overwhelmed 
them, and the next th at Mrs. Du Cliff 
remembered was waking up on the 
shcre of 
an island. She 
was still 
lashed to the wreckag e, but she was 
alone. 
When she was able to move 
about she found fresh w ater and plen­ 
ty of wild fruits, and In the forest she 
constructed a hut out of limbs and 
bushes. 
Every day for long months 
she expected rescue. 
She could see 
ships sailing up and down, but none 
came within miles of her. Off to the 
east she could faintly make out other 
islands or the main shore, but no help 
came from that direction. 
If she had 
had the means to build a fire and 
raise a smoke sig nal, some one would 
have come, but she was helpless in 
th at direction. 
It was three months 
before she thoroug hly explored her is­ 
land. 
Then she found it to be about 
two miles In circumference. 
It was 
well wooded, and in the center was a 
hig h hill of almost solid rock. 
There 
were birds in plenty , but not a wild 
animal or reptile of any sort. 
One day , after six months had g one 
by and while Inspecting the hill to see 
If she could not set up a sig nal there, 
the woman made a g reat discovery . 
She found a cave which had certainly 
once been a depository for the plunder 
of the Sulee pirates. W hat she told us I 
believe to be the truth, because she ver­ 
ified it in many way s. She visited the 
cave twenty different times—in fact, 
lived in it for the last month of her 
stay —and so she had plenty of time to 
overhaul the plunder. 
She found in 
that cave g old, silver and paper money 
to the amount of $ 30,000.

the g roup and is still without Inhabit­ 
ants. After a full y ear on the island 
Mrs. Du Cliff became desperate. She 
g ave up all hope of being taken off and 
determined to rescue herself. She built 
raft and one day trusted herself to 
the treacherous sea. A west wind was 
blowing , and she hoped to be carried 
across to other land before it chang ed. 
For five day s she drove up and down 
the China sea and was then cast ashore 
on the island where we found her. That 
the natives had been kind and respect­ 
ful to her was owing to the fact that 
they thoug ht she was out of her mind. 
Half a day after the story had been 
told we were on our way to the is­ 
land. 
We reached it without incident, 
but to meet with a surprise and a bit­ 
ter disappointment. We had no sooner 
approached the shore in the y awl than 
we discovered that the whole place 
swarmed with rats. 
The creature« 
were there by the hundreds of thou­ 
sands. 
They were w ater rats of the 
larg est sire, and their demeanor was 
so ferocious that we dared not land. 
We pulled all around the island a doz­ 
en times over, but met tho rodents 
every where. They were g nawing down 
the trees and eating the g rass out by 
the roots. 
Where they came from I 
cannot say . There was not one on the 
island when the woman left. We tried 
powder and shot and fire to frig hten 
them, but ft was not to be done. After 
S week we ix>re away for Saig on. 
Here the woman’s story was fully cor­ 
roborated as to her residence, mar­ 
riag e and the loss of the ship, but the 
story of the cave and the treasure had 
also to be told. 
The French g overnor 
at once sent a ship to the island and 
broug ht every thing away after having 
spent a fortnig ht throwing poisoned 
food to the rats. 
We of the trading 
schooner were promised a fair share, 
but no man of us ever fing ered a dol­ 
lar. We were put off on one excuse or 
another and finally threatened with im­ 
prisonment if we moved farther in the 
matter. 
The woman was g iven a 
share. 1 believe, but the g reater part 
of the sing ular find went to enrich two 
or three officials of the colony .
